A corrected filing date is hereby requested under 37 C.F.R. § 1.10(d) in view of an 
incorrect filing date apparently recorded by the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
("USPTO"). 

This error occurred due to a United States Post Office clerical error, and correction of the 
filing date actually makes the filing date one day later than that currently in the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office records. Further, Applicants are currently unaware of any impact 
that this one day difference in filing date could have on the patentability of the present claims.
